WASHINGTON — Republican senators 
this afternoon virtually abandoned hope 
of getting a vote on Canadian reciprocity 
and are trying now to clear up the 
tariff board so as to give time to 
act on the remaining appropriation bills 
before Saturday noon. A Democratic 
filibuster against the bill now seems 
probable and if persisted in will prevent 
action on the appropriation bits and 
make an extra session practically cer- 
tain. The Senate leaders have about 
given up hope of averting an extra ses- 
sion. 

Two Democratic senators purpose to | 
talk at length on the tariff board meas- | 
ure, Every hour they thus take up wil 
lessen the prospects for action on the | 
appropriation measures. | 

Mr. Hale hopes fo end the talk on the | 
tariff board bill at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon. If it can be done he still hopes 
to pass the appropria tion measures. That 
will still leave (Canadian reciprocity as 
the menace of an extra session. 

The debate was opened today by Sen- 
ator Smith (Dem., 8. C.), who explained | 
his reasons for opposing a tariff board. | 
Taking up the tariff, Mr. Smith said that 
the policy of protection was intended 
to enrich a few at the expense of the 
many. He believed in the levying of | 
only such duties as are necessary to 
maintain the gévernment. | 

J am not talking to kill time,” de- 
lared Smith, “but to kill iniquity. I am | 
striving to prevent injustice.” 

Senator Shively (Dem., Ind.), following 
Mr. Smith, devlared he was amazed that | 
under the circumstances the pending bill | 
should be given preference over the great | 
appropriation measures carrying from | 
six to eight hundred million dollars. He 
declared that the Republicans had 12 
years in which to create a tariff board 
if they wanted one. 

The tariff bill was the subject under 
discussion during all of Wednesday even- 
ing but no vote had been taken when the | 
Senate adjourned at 1:30 o'clock this | 
morning. | 

The opposition came entirely from 
Democratic senators who protested that 
they were not conducting a filibuster, 
but needed time for a caucus to define | 
their position upon the measures. | 

The appearance of Mr. Beveridge in 
charge of the bill caused some surprise 
as control of the measure had originally 
been in the hands of Senator Lodge. 
After some hazing on the part of Sen- 
ator Money arid others, Senators Bever- 
idge and Lodge endeavored to explain 
their positions. The Indiana senator 
said that he had been interested in the 
question of creating a permanent tariff 
board for mary years, and had taken 
charge only after Senator Lodge had 
agreed to that course. 

Senator Lodge, with some show of 
reluctance, finally confessed that sur- 
rendering the conduct of the bill to Sen- 
ator Beveridge was a part of the agree- 
ment by which the Senate fixed a time 
for voting on the Lorimer case and made 
the tariff board bill the unfinished busi- , 
ness. i 

The naval appropriation bill was re- 
ported to the Senate Wednesday by the 
committee on naval affairs, retaining the 
amendment by Representative Stanley 
(Dem., Ky.), excluding the so-called 
“steel trust” from participation in any 
battleship contracts. 

The Senate committee struck out the 
eight-hour day provisions applying to all 
warships and limited it to battleships.

cars to run through to CambrWge. 
through Charles street. or through sev 
eral other routes which may be devised 
irom that point. 

Alexander Whiteside appeared in sup- 
port of the bills, but that only 
oye is desired, and that he prefers the 
East Boston tunnel extension. He said 
there is no question as to the need of 
better transportation facilities for the 
West End and he believed this extension 
would provide what is necessary at a 
minimum cost.

A bill introduced petition 
public franchise league requesting an 
investigation as to the advisability of 
establishing a public utilities commission 
in Massachusetts was the special subject 
for consideration at the hearing by the 
special legislative committee appointed 
to consider Governor Foss’ recommenda- 
tions relating to the abolishment of cer- 
tain Massachusetts commissions and the 
creation of a single commission to take 
over their functions. 

Joseph B. Eastman, representing the 
Franchise League, quoted decisions of the 
Wisconsin and New York public service 
commissions which he said showed the 
servicability of these boards. 

The Massachusetts board of railroad 
commissioners has neither the time nor 
the authority to prepare such compre- 
hensive studies of public service problems 
as have the Wisconsin and New York 
board he aaid. 

Mr. Eastman said that he is of the 
opinion that the public utilities commis- 
sion, which should be permanent, could 
deal with merger, transit and electrifica- 
tion questions with much better results 
to the public than do the short-lived 
special commissions to which, he said, 
these matters are now referred in this 
state. ü 

Representative Cusbing interrupted to 
say that the conditions in New York 
and Wisconsin, which come under the 
jurisdiction. of their public utilities 
commissions, are entirely different from 
those in Massachusetts. He said that 
he thought there was no particular com- 
plaint from the people of Massachusetts 
against the system now in vogue in this 
state. 

Mr. Eastman said that no Massachu- 
setts board has such expert assistance 
as have the commissions of the two 
states mentioned. 

The railroad commission has the power 
to take the initiative on many subjects, 
he said, but it has long been the policy 
of the board to make official acts only 
when complaints are made to it. 

The New York and Wisconsin com mis- 
sions not only have the power of initia- 
tive in many matters which do not come 
under the jurisdiction of the Massachu- 
setts boards, but they exercise this juris- 
diction to its full extent, said Mr. East- 
man.

The department does not generally 
purchase cloth for uniforms at this time | 
of the year, but it was decided that a 
large financial saving could be made now. 
Major Rolfe will receive bids for 35,000 | 
pairs of shoes Anti! March 20 and for 
the woolen cloth until March 28. 

The cost to the government of 35,000 
pairs of shoes under the present ‘price | 
would be $97,300. The cloth contract is | 
for 78,000 yards of olive drab kersey, | 
22 ounces; 15,000 yards of olive drab | 
kersey, 16 ounces; 100,000 yards of olive 
drab serge, 13 ounces, and 65,000 yards 
of olive drab shirting flannel. 

The government is now paying $2.39 
a yard for 22 ounce kersey, $2.19 for 16 | 
ounce kersey, $2 for 13 ounce serge and 
95 cents for shirting flannel, This would 
make the wool and shoe contract cost

If there is 
something radically wrong it will be 
proved in the Harvard race in June. 

With the prospects of a much heavier 
crew than has represented Yale in many 
years the seasons outlook is quite en- 
couraging. No less than 10 members of 
the football squad are at present row- 
ing in the first and second boats. Among 
these is John Fields, for three years 
varsity halfback on the eleven and one 
of the most promising candidates for 
first base on the nine. Although Field 
has never rowed before he has developed 
so fast that he is one of the most likely 
candidates for one of the positions in 
the first boat in the final race. Kistler, 
varsity fullback, and Yale’s strongest 
athlete, has also taken up crew wor 
with great success, Paul, also of the 
eleven, has also given up baseball for 
rowing.

golfer. This trouble seems to me to 
arise largely from the fact that the 
handicap limit in Ireland is such that a 
beginner can, with a small element of 
luck, win a competition without any pre- 
tention to the right to be called a 
“golfer.” 

If the limit were lower the absolute 
beginner could realize that he should 
know something about the game before 
having his name inscribed on a cup, and 
would therefore be More likely to take 
some trouble in cultivating a sound style. 
even though the effort lead him through 
thorny paths, and he would not have the 
same inducement to pursue the primrose 
path reund bunkers. 

By all means let there be veterans’ 
cups and give all consideration to the 
elder members of clubs, but let the hale 
and hearty junior recognize that he 
should be a golfer if he would wim a 
prize. The superfluity of competitions 
however, productive of other griey- 
ances besides that of holding out perni- 
cious imducements to beginners. There 
are many golfers—well worthy of tac 
name— who prefer playing with a genia 
friend to walking round with a so-valied 
opponent who is scoring for him, and 
who, by the luck of the draw, may be 
a man with whom he has no interests 
in common. 

If he is obliged to confine himself to 
Saturday play he too often finds him- 
self compelled to enter for a competi- 
tion if he would find a place on the 
green, and the almost unbroken succes- 
sion of Saturday stroke and Bogey com- 
petitions, which holds in some clubs dur- 
ing a considerable portion of the year, 
certainly deprives a large number from 
pursuing the game in that form which 
gives them most pleasure. 

The monthly medal competition (a 
very old institution which is usually be- 
reft of one of the chief objections to 
which I have referred inasmuch as play- 
ers can, as a rule, select their own op- 
ponents) used to be sufficient to satisfy 
competition lovers at ordinary times, and 
no one would wish to see it abolished. 
This superfluity of competitions is chiefly 
to be observed in the smaller clubs, and, 
when added to the further evil of excess 
in the value of prizes, fosters a class of 
goliers which sportsmen do not relish, 
viz, “the pot hunters.” 

I do not hint that all who win a 
number of prizes are “pot hunters,” but 
I do say that there are golfers who boast 
of playing for the prize more than for 
the game, and that the matter to which 
I refer have been largely instrumental in 
causing an increase in their numbers.

Tux RUSSIANS IN “LAKME.” 


The performance of “Lakme” by Mme. 
Lipkowska and her two new associates 
brought into evidence the Russian idea 
of lyric interpretation more clearly than 
anything presented heretofore on the 
Boston opera stage. Plainly the. dra- 
matic art is one which the Russians have 
acquired by force of intellect rather than 
one they have developed out of their own 
institutions and manners. The drama is 
a lesson they have studied and mastered 
by power of will. It is a task in civiliza- 
tion-copying to which they have bent 
their most determined energies. They 
have caught the intellectual, the formal 
elements of it to perfection. 

The three artists of the younger Rus- 
sian generation whom Mr. Russell pre- 
sented on Wednesday night gave a study 
of the “Lakme” plot which could not 
fail of appeal with an American public of 
opera learners. Who more suitably may 
bring an art message to our frontier than 
citizens of a nation that has but just 
acquired art mastery itself? But the 
“Lakme” of Mme. Lipkowska, Mr. Smirn- 
off and Mr. Baklanoff was not French 
opera. It had not that delicacy of senti- 
ment, that quality of character disclosure 
which marks the work of artists like 
Clement and Rothier, who have been 
brought up on the French stage. The 
Russian artists make us see the action 
of the play in its own limits of time 
and place with perfect distinctness; but 
the French artists take us outside the 
drama; they make the action result not 

only from the immediate impulses of 
Gerald, Lakme and Nilakanta, but from 
sentimental forces that are deep rooted 
in history and custom. 

As for the new tenor, his voice will 
remind you of Constantino’s at times 
in its lower register and of McCormack’s 
in its upper. But he is not to be com- 
pared with either the Spanish or the 
Irish artist as a singer. In presence and 
bearing he surpasses all the tenors who 
have walked the Boston opera stage this

Home farmers can afford to let the 
packers import from Canada all animals 
they can get free of duty, because the 
home supply will not go around, and 
consumers will not pay higher prices 
for ‘meat. As for wheat, Canada will 
become more and more an exporting 
country ‘with or without reciprocity, 
and this country’s surplus for export 
is near the vanishing point, while there 
may be a great future for its flour 
milting industry. A reduction in the 
duties by Canada on agricultural im- 
plements te the levél of those levied 
by the United States cannot hurt Ameri- 
can farmers, whereas free lumber is 
* something to them. The farm is 
the greatest consumer of machinery and 
merchandise, and the less it pays for 


cost. 

The iron and, steel industry has turned 
some sharp corners this year. Rail and 
other orders are generally for renewal 
and replacement, with an occasional! bit 
of construction to round out an unfin- 
ished progrum. Equipment orders are 
disappointing. Most systems have kept 
up their maintenance, and a few openly 
diseuss extension plans. The rule is 
to “skin through” for the present. 

„The Amportant event in the money 


market “of the West is the March settle- 


ment, whick finds the interior cool and 
comfortablé. Adjustment of farm credits 
probably marks the turn in the trend 
of deposits because the spring work is 
at hand. Commercial demand for loans 
has shown some improvement recently, 
but general trade is still ver’ much of 
hand- to- mouth affair. Manufacturing 
interests say positively times are better 
and prospects brighter. Even thé coal 
market hag rallied a little. Travel is 
slightly heavier than, year ago.

DloGUSGES PLANS 


Points Out Defects of Pres- 
ent Telegraphic System — 
An Endeavor to Eliminate 
the Imperfections. 


NEW DEVELOPMENTS 


President Vail of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company says re garding the 
introduction of the new day letter tele- 
graph service and general plans for the 
improvement of telegraph despatching in 
the United States: “The defects of the 
telegraph system of today are collection 
and delivery; primitive, 
slow, It costs 

~ 
a message 


old-fashioned, 
unreliable and expensive. 
more to collect deliver 
than it does to transmit it. It is like 
riding from Boston to New York over 
220 miles and then paying 20 per cent 
more to get yourself and your gripsack 
down to your hotel. 

“Another defect is that out of 25.000 
Western Unioy offices less than 5000 have 
enough gross receipts to pay the operat- 
ing expenses of an exclusive office. Con- 
sequently at the other 20,000 offices, the 
staff must be a joint staff; and generally 
it is a railroad employee, drug clerk or 
some similar employee of another busi- 
ness who runs the telegraph business. 
His first allegiance is to his employer 
and to his employer's business. The tele- 
graph company is not er ployer; con- 
sequently the telegraph business is secon. 
dary, subordinate. It is the business of 
this class of offices that very largely 
makes the reputation of the service. The 
public cannot discriminate; it does not 
know any one but the telegraph com- 
pany. A company not having this handi- 
cap should give an almost fault'<ss ser- 
vice. 

“What we are trying to do is to elimi- 
nate the imperfections in collection and 
delivery and also by joint occupancy and 
joint use with telephone companies get 
all offices in the custody and charge of 
employees who have only one interest to 
serve. Until this is done general im- 
provement cannot be made in the ser- 
vice. 

“All telegraph and cable service has 
been developed along the lines of expedi- 
tion. But theoretically there can be no 
greater expedition than under the present 
methods. An expedited service means 
surplus facilities to meet the maximum 
demand and means déspatch immediately 
on receipt. To handle an expedited ser- 
vice during the four or five rush hours

Fiflancial interests consider that the

A Paris special says the bankers of 
that city regard commerce commission 
rate decision as a long step in funda- 
mental readjustment of America’s era of 
wild extravagance.

New financing by corporations of 
the United States during February ag- 
gregated $215,958,600, an increase of 
$119,159,000 over a year ago.

dustrials sold $9,124,000 bonds, $300,000 
notes and $29,770,400 stock.

Total number of cars 
ordered in February was 7513, against 
$113 in January. The decrease in locomo- 
tive orders, however, was marked, there 
being but 102 for the month, against

General Nbgi was 
almost equally distinguished as a soldier, 
and if Admiral Togo gained “the crown- 
ing victory” of Tsushima, it was to 
General Nogi that Port Arthur sur- 
rendered, an event second only to the 
great naval victafy.

In 1882 he was appointed one 
of Lord Wolseley’s lieutenants’ inthe 
Egyptian campaign which culminated in 
the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, and was 
afterwards decorated for his services 
with the Medjidie by the Sultan and 
made a Knight Commander of St. 
Michael and St. George by his own gov- 
ernment, 

In 1884 he was again in South Africa 
on a mission in the course of which his 
great experience was utilized in promot- 
ing a peaceable settlement of the dif- 
ferences between President Kruger and 
the British cabinet. Two years. later, 
while quartered at Suakin as governor- 
general of the Red sea littoral, he re- 
ceived a cable requesting him to under- 
take the office of chief commissioner of 
police for London. The days Which fol- 
lowed were days of considerable excite- 
ment. 

Directions were sent to Sir Charles 
by the home secretary to close Trafalgar 
square to political demonstrations, The 
reply was not long in coming. John 
Burns, Cunningham Graham and William 
Morris headed an attempt to rush the 
square. The demonstration was broken 
up and the leaders were sent to prison, 
John Burns being probably the only eabi- 
net minister who has ever started his 
political career in this way. The inci- 
dent, however, caused no friction between 
Sir Charles and Mr. Burns, and the two 
are excellent friends today. It was other- 
wise between the chief tommissiosier and 
his immediate chief, the home secretary.

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NEW SETTLERS

By acquiring the Rutland railroad lines, the Néw York, New Haven 
& Hartford unquestionably means to coax heavier grain shipments 
out of the Canadian north and west and into Boston. The Grand 
Trunk’s prospective entry into Providence may be only 4 prelude 
to that company’s entrance into Boston. But eliminating, all rail- 
road projects from consideration, it remains difficult to see why 
the expediency of building tliese docks and piers should be ques- 
tioned. Does any one doubt that great steamships would come to 
Boston in case loading facilities were provided for them and the 
transatlantic lines were promised full cargoes? Let him ascertain 
whether some of the steamship companies Have not already looked 
over the ground and manifested a readiness’ to locate here if the 
docks were built. 

Every new discussion of Boston’s port needs tends to assemble 
facts, so that close agreement exists now as to leading features of 
the terminal plans. The world’s three biggest docks could be built 
in East Boston with the $3,000,000 appropriation, and the city 
and state share the expense of constructing additional accommoda- 
tions, owning them jointly. This is the general method adopted 
to improve leading European ports, and also by New York, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, Galveston and San Francisco. 
Provision also for a drydock capable of accommodating the largest 
ocean liners and battleships would give Boston a better all-round 

equipment than any other American port now possesses. Then, 


uments issued by states through which he 
may take his automobile. The national permit also would provide 
for the licensing of the automobile driver. Although the full text 
of the bill is not at hand, any such measure doubtless would have 
to provide that the government should act in the capacity of a 
collector and return to the various states their proportionate shares 
of the total -fees gathered. 

Possibly .objections may be raised in some states to the pro- 
posed method of taxing automobile owners. But, so far as we 
are able to learn, Massachusetts and New Jersey are the only states 
that have not entered into asreciprocal arrangement allowing auto- 
mobilists from one state to remain ten days in another state before 
taking out a license there. New Jersey, it is said, discriminates 
against Massachusetts automobilists in that respect; and for that 
reason Massachusetts does not feel called upon to favor New Jersey. 

If carefully drawn, with an idea of ameliorating inconveniences 
now arising from the automohjlist's amenability to multifarious 
authorities, a federal license labs might prevent much contusion. 
Possibly it would tend also to foster more pleasant relations between 
owners of touring cars and certain local officials in the states through 
which they travel.

too much money was being expended for 
school buildings in Boston. The finance 
commission evidently reached that conclusion 
after its investigation a few years ago: the 
school committee thinks likewise and fixes, 
accordingly, the amount to be spent on each 
new building, while the schoolhouse commis- 
sioners' duty is to lay out the respective sums 
prescribed. Whether a change from first- 
class to second-class construction outside of Boston’s municipal fire 
limits is the proper means to curtail the expenditures is admittedly 
.a question on which experts disagree. So far as Boston proper 
is concerned, there is no room for an effective difference of opinion, 
as the law requires that all school buildings within the fire limits 
shall be constructed in accordance with the first-class, or “‘absolutely 
fireproof,” standard. 3 

It may be that the amounts set aside for school bulidings in 
the outlying districts are not large enough to permit erection of 
such structures, according to the first-class standard, at the same 
time that they are made perfectly satisfactory in all other respects. 
In that event, the question arises whether the second-class standard, 
while meeting other requirements, is reconcilable with that of safety. 
Is the fact that some experts maintain that the so-called standard 
of fireproof construction should be lowered a good argument in 
favor of thus following the lines of least resistance while dealing 
with a matter of such intimate concern to taxpayers in the districts 
affected? Nothing in municipal affairs outranks in importance the 
matter of education and the provision made for housing pupils 
while they are under the care of teachers. Their safety must be 
insured; and the money expended, even in the form of larger appro- 
priations, if essential to that purpose, could not be thought of as 
wasted. Moreover, to hark back to the school commission's report

of six years ago, the absolutely fireproof’ method of construction 


does away with the shrinkage and other displacement necessarily 
accompanying wood floors and partitions. As the latter are pro- 
vided for under “second-class” construction, is it not probable that 
any small amount husbanded at first by changing the standard 


might be offset later by the more rapid deterioration of the com- 


pleted buildings? 
Safety and quality should continue to be the, foremost con- 
siderations in building Boston's schools. Economy ranks next in 
importance, perhaps, and must receive close attention. But there 
are well-informed persons who contend that the expenditures for 
school buildings might be greatly lessened by taking measures to 
see that the city gets full value for every dollar paid out. Possibly 
if wagte were thus eliminated there would be no call even to think 
of lowering the school building standard. .

March 4, there is, to say the least, a strong possibility of its adop- 
tion when next it shall be submitted to a vote. 


BEFORE the ſast day of next month, Hamp- 
ton Roads will contain the most power ful 
fleet of American warships ever assembled. 
On the first day of April this immense mod- 
ern armada will start battle practise off the 
Virginia capes on a scale calculated to make 
naval engagements of the past in waters of 
the western hemisphere look insignificant by 
comparison. Gigantic battleships, armored 
cruisers, the scouts, the destroyers and all 
the other available craft will be there to witness or participate 
in the supposititious fray. The kaleidoscopic struggle will be waged 
with an intensity much like that of actual conflict, but no one will 
forget that it is all a vast exhibition, without antagonism or other 
unpleasant features. 

After a week of battle practise the four divisions of the fleet 
are to spend nearly a month at their home yards in. order to 
undergo necessary repairs and get ready for more active cruising 
and exercises. Later they will have divisional cruising, the squad- 
rons being separated in order to give division commanders an 
opportunity for independent command, to increase their knowledge 
and versatility. The third division, consisting of the Minnesota, 
the Vermont, the Mississippi and the Idaho, will exercise in the 
Gulf of Mexico. Afterwards the Idaho will go to the Mississippi 
river and make her way up that stream as tar as Natchez and 
possibly to Vicksburg. These supplementary activities will put the 
finishing touches, presumably, on three months of drill. 

Whatever one believes in regard to the wisdom of maintaining 
expensive armaments, there can be no doubt that so long as the 
country finds it necessary to have a navy the ships of that navy 
must be kept ready to work as a fleet and the ofhcers be competent 
to handle the squadrons in war as well as in peaceful times. The 
coming practise may seem to be a waste of time and money from 
one standpoint, but even those who look upon it as useless must 
admit that circumstances might arise to alter their opinions. Sec- 
retary Meyer believes, it has been stated, that if the United States 
ever had another war the issue would be decided in one great naval 
battle. Therefore, he feels that the Atlantic fleet should be kept 
together. If his theory is correct, probably nothing better than 
these prospective maneuvers could be devised to promofe the right 


sort of naval efficiency.

It is possible, for Are | 
instance, to make certain comparisons between | ; | 
the figures relating to the book publishing 1] Reading i 
business of 1910 and 1898 that will shed | | 
a pleasant light upon this interesting subject. rie 4 
pleasant because of the stimulus it will give to optimism. Book 
production in 1910 broke all records, the total output of new works 
in that year being 13,470, a number 170 per cent greater than the 
output of 1898 when the production was only 4885. . This increase 
affected works of every character, but a remarkable feature of the 
showing is that, contrary to general belief, the gain in fiction was 
less than one half of that in works of a more solid, or at least 
a more serious, kind. The production of works of fiction in 1910 
over that in 1898 was 86 per cent. Percentage of gain in religion 
and theology was 120; in humor and satire, 161; in poetry and 
drama, 150; in biography, 267; in political and social studies, 208; 
in domestic and rural books, 618; and in travel and geography, 
306, As against 1303 new novels published in 1910, there were 
produced 804 new works on religious and ethical subjects, 526 new 
historical works, 631 biographies and over 1000 new works on the 
useful and fine arts. 

It will be held, of course, that novels are in greater demand 
at the libraries than at the bookstores. No doubt, novel reading 
is widespread in the United States, but, as has heretofore been 
shown in these columns, there is reason to believe that it is rel- 
atively decreasing rather than disproportionately increasing, as 
many have believed. Fiction, it should be remembered, is read by 
practically all. The average reader likes to turn, at times, from 
the more serious to the lighter volume. But the gratifying thing 
is the fact that the demand for the solid forms of literature is 
more than keeping pace with the demand for what is simply
